They oom each of them to his 
bitter mortification, that there exists in the 
House of Commons a sufficient number of Inde- 
pendent members to spoil their most eagerly 
ursued proj at any time, and to keep them 
on the left side of the Speaker. They have good 
grounds for presuming that, on a fair consulta- 
tion, the most icuous of those members are 
as reasonable le as is either of 
themselves. But if they will not take them into 
account, if they will persist in treating as 
if they were nonenties, if they will concoct all 
their schemes as though no such men existed— 
never consulting them, never even informing 
them, never holding communication with them, 
direct or indirect—they will have no right to 
complain should they find their word of com- 
mand less obsequiously obeyed than they had 
anticipated. othing can well be more dis- 
tasteful to such mcn asas John Bright, Arthur 
Roebuck, Milner Gibson, and William Lindsay, 
than a further support of Derby-Disraelism.

Memoir of the Rev. EB. Henderson, D.D., Ph.D. 
By Tau 8. Henpersow. London: Knight 
and Son. 


Tue late Dr. Henderson was eminently ape. 
amiable, and devoted man,—respected highly by 
those who observed him from a distance, and 
greatly beloved by those who knew him inti- 
mately. The services rendered by him to the 
cause of: religion, were as various as they were 
whole-hea and useful. As a zealous labourer 
for the circulation of the Scriptures and the 
spread of evangelical truth in foreign lauds, —as 
a biblical scholar and commentator,— as a theolo- 
= instructor of the young cenges (Ae a 

borious author,—and as a preacher and pastor, 
—he accomplished more than is permitted to 
many, in walks which he pursued with a 
sincerity and diligence, a manliness and modesty, 
worthy to be admired and imitated. His place 
in his own denomination for many years, and his 
numerous works as an author, were such as to 
make it natural and appropriate that a memoir 
of his life should be given to the world, 


It is to be regretted that the habits of Dr. 
Henderson—as a worker too much e to 
record his own labours—and the destruction of 
such papers as might have illustrated his earlier 
life and toils, in the inundation at St. Petersburg 
in J824,—have narrowed the path of his 
biographer ; by occasioning the absence of such 
materials as are usually depended on for the 
deeper interest of a memoir. Miss Henderson 
has, under the circumstances, done more than could 
have been expected;: and, although she under- 
took her task with diffidence, has performed it 
with all the love and reverence becoming a 
daughter, and with the impartiality and good 
judgment to which the writers [of bi by 
nearly related to their subject seldom attain. 
Without ra a to follow her throughout 
her father’s life——and remembering that the 
more important points of his career, from the

. Paterson, are, to a great extent, marked out 
to the public that will take an interest in this 
volume, by his various works,—we shall seek to 
commend Miss Henderson’s Memoir to our 
readers, by some brief notices of Dr, Henderson's 
early days. 

Ebenezer Henderson was born in 1784, near 
Dunfermline ; in a cot-house, with heather roof, 
the residence of his father, an agricultural 
labourer.

The 
other four had been swept away at two severe 
and desolating strokes; and it was when “ the 
hearts of the parents were ready to sink within 
them,” that the young Ebenezer was born. His

selected him, saying, “‘ That is the man for me.” 
So Mr. Henderson found his proper work ; and 
the two friends, who were set to one work, 
at Leith-walk, Tabernacle, in August 27th, 1807, 
set sail the following day, laboured—in scenes 
God appointed to them, contrary to their own 
plans—“ without a discord or a jealousy,” and 
were “ brothers for life.” 
From this point, “The Book for Every

Henderson’s life somewhat familiar to the religious 
public. His own book on Jceland—when first 
published a very novel and informing work, and 
still both an interesting and valuable one — 
then comes to the further unfolding of his life- 
story; and the Biblical _ and The

As being, then, known to some extent, we have

EDUCATIONAL WORKS. 

A Compendium of Universal History ; Ancient and 
Modern. With Questions on the Entire Course. By 
the Author of ‘‘Two Thousand Questions on the Old 
and New Testaments.” (London: Jarrold and Sons.) 
We do not recollect that we ever were more astonished 
by a “compendium” than by this. Here is » cheap, 
portable (18mo) volume, renging with the publishers’ 
well-known “ Guide to Science,” &c., within which will 
be found a!very remarkably complete, and minutely 
accurate, sketch of the entire history of the world! And 
it is not, as might be supposed, little more than « 
series of chronological tables ;—is not a mere mention 
of the bare facts of history: but, gives every fact its 
own colour, and traces the connexions of the events and 
movements it describes ;—shows how the rise and fall of 
nations severally, and the progress of humanity at 
large, have been affected by single persons and actions ; 
—and connects the facts of history with the truths of 
revelation, and the principles of God’s government of 
the world. Of course, this is done on a very limited 
scale ;—but it is well and effectively done : and what- 
ever yOung man should read this little book care- 
fully, though unable to make further acquirement 
of knowledge, would be a really well-informed per- 
son as to the history of his race.

(London: Tallant 
and Allen.) No school-book has been more needed, than 
a child’s history of France: and the want could not 
easily have been better supplied than by Mrs. Edmonds. 
Within a hundred pages, and for the outlay of a 
shilling, here is a clear, comprehensive, interesting 
sketch of the subject. The right facts are seized; they 
are given in a very condensed but bright and forcible 
style ; and the tabulated matter, and the questions, will 
be educationally very useful.——Elementary Notes on 
Ancient History.

This, too, is 
a welcome book; and is executed with fair success. It 
is adapted from ‘‘ Miss Corner’s History of France,”— 
which has been a popular book on every side. In the 
early history, it is very unsatisfactory ;—in the later, it 
has more detail than Mrs. Edmonds’s work, and fur- 
nishes occasionally a page or two of more attractive 
reading. But as an educational book, it is neither as 
well adapted to children, nor as intelligible in its repre- 
sentation offthe relations of events, as the book of Mrs. 
Edmonds’s noticed above. It has a map and ‘* Portraits 
of the Monarchs of France.”———Concise History of Eng- 
land, in Epochs. By J. F. Conkran. With Chronolo- 
gical Tables and Maps. (Constable's Educational Series : 
London: Hamilton and Co.) A book for senior classes 
in schools, and for junior students in training colleges. 
The author “‘has endeavoured to convey a broad and 
full impression of the great Epochs of English history ; 
and to develope with care, but in subordination to the 
rest of the narrative, the growth of Law and the Consti- 
tution.” This aim has been admirably fulfilled :—the 
story of “the Deeds of England in her struggles for 
liberty and for a high place among the nations of the 
world,” is told with fulness and with energy of narra- 
tion ; and though minor events and persons are neces- 
sarily but slightly noticed, none that have any historical 
importance are altogether passed over. Mr. Corkran 
has thoroughly enlightened and impartial views of our 
history; and may be trusted as a safe guide in shaping 
the first notions of the young as to the characters and 
actions of our England’s past. It is, also, with great 
judgment that he has introduced into his work passages 
from the historical plays of Shakespeare ;—thus giving 
vitality, and often a grandeur, to the narrative, which 
the susceptible minds of the young will be sure to feel ; 
while truth to the facts has, in every such case, been
